THE NEW ENTENTE. 

: » Cannes, Jan, 22. - 

A French semi-official statement afiirms that the proposed 
Anglo-French Gaarantee Pact is Himited to ten years, but may be 
renewed without further notice. It consists of four or five pre-. 
cise and unambiguous articles. It. maintaina intact French’ rights 
under the Versailles Treaty and, besides, Britain undertakes to 
give military assistance to France if unprovokedly attacked by 
Germany. The demilitarization clauses of thé Rhineland are rein- 
forced as, both Powers undertake to intervene if Germany violates 
the military clause if the Treaty. The Pact dogs not refer to 
reparations or the question of sanctions. Belgium will be invited 
the conclusion of an analagous Anglo-Belgian 
Treaty reinforcing the defensive Franco-Belgian Convention.

JAPANESE TRADE 
. IN 1921. 


Depression all Round. 


All the leading Osake papers 
devote editorials to a review of 
this year’s economic develop- 
mects. The -txaii says that the 
Japanese econoniic world in 1921, 
following the reaction that has 
prevailed since April, 1920. passed 
by without recovering from its 
stagnation and depression. It is 
the rapid decrease in the capital. 
isation of projected undertakings 
that tells most eloquently of the 
economic depression in 3921. 
Capitalisation from January to 
theend of November. {according 
to the investigations by the 
Bark of Japan) azgregsted 
¥2,037,000,000 or ¥1,250,000,000 
‘or new establishment« and 
Y¥787,000,000 for extensions. 
Accordingly, each month bes 
Y185,000,000 on an average, so 
that this year’s capitalisation, 
based upon that average figure, 
comes to ¥2,222,000,000, This 
figure shows e decrease of some 
Y¥3,000.000,000 as pompared with 
1920, ¥1,800,000,000 with 1919, 
and ¥400,000,000 with 1918. 
Comparing the same figure, with 
the monthly capitalisation rec- 
orded asstanding at YI,148.000,- 
000 in March of last year when 
trade was at its climax, the 
disuhi expresses surprise at the 
profundity of the. vicissitudes 
experienced.

Deplorable ‘Tale of Cruelty: 
‘ and Privation. 


Fifty-two ragged and disilln- 
sioned Englishmen, whose hag. 
gard appearance told a tale. of 
misery and privation, arrived in 
London a few weeks ago. 

-- They. were soldiers Sof rolsfor- 
tune, back from & terrible cam- 
paign with the Spanish army in 
Morocco, 

Workless and destitute, the 
_}men enlisted three months before 
./in the English ecantingent raised 

by the Foreign ‘Legion of Spain 
for the war against tha Moors. 

Now they are all bitterly 
repenting of their decision. 
WORSE THAN GERMAN PRISONS, 

They have awful stories to tall 
-lof treatment that exceeded in 

brutality the worst horrors of the 
German prison campa, and of 
terrible atrocities committed by 


Spanieb officers had imprisoned 
legionaries without @ trial, and 
caused them to be tortured, and 
that some men had even been 
tied to posts in the firing-line. 

Half-starved, ill-equipped, and 
without proper medical attention, 
they were made to baar the brunt 
of the fighting. As “storm troops ” 
they took part in eleven battles, 
and suffered in casualties, four 
killed and 22 wounded. 


SAVED THE SPANIARDS. 

* We saved the Spaniards from 
disaster,” said one man, sad in 
freturn we got nothing but brnt- 
ality.” 

The men, who were brought 
home from Madrid by the British 
authorities, were taken charge of 
by officials of the ¥.M.C.A. cpon 
their arrival at Victoria, and con- 
ducted to the association's hut in 
Grosvenor- gardens.

BULLIED AND TORTURED. 

“T wont through something i in 
France,” said White, “but the 

bardships there were as nothing 
compared with those I and my 
comrades had to endure édo 
Morocco. 

“We were bullied and tortured, 
clad in rags and balf-starved. 

“We were with the Foreigu 
Legion—a force about?,Q00strong, 
composed of Germans, Italians, 
Greeks, Frenchmen, and recruits 
of all nationalities. Many of 
them were ex-convicts. 

All our officers and most of the 
n.c.o.’s were Spaniards, and for no 
other reason thsa--because we 
could not understand their words 
of command they would bit us 
with rifles, sticks, and whips. 

“One man accidentally collided 
with a Spanish officer. For this 
he was put-into prison, and a bag 
of stones, weighing about 1501b., 
was tied round hisneck. “He had 
to endure this until he collapsed. 

“This same punishment was 
meted ont to ma for being absent 
from camp for five hours. I was 
pot into prison for six weeks 
without having been tried, and 
every day for eight days I had to 
carry 2 huge bag of stoneson my 
back—for four hoursin the moru- 
ing and, four in the afternoon. 

“Oor uniform was of a thin 
khakidrill We had no overcoats 
or blankets, altbough the aights 
were bitterly cold. We had 
stockings, and the only protection 
for our feet was a pair of thin 
canras shoes. 

“Men with soreg all over their 
bodies were left unattended by the 
doctors, andevencasesofdysentry 
were neglected. 

“AN the fighting was left to the 
Foreign Legion. The Spanish 
regulars wore kept inthe rear in

Great Britain, France, and the 
United States, a limitation on 
this right’ was for the first time 
imposed. A rule of 5 per cont, 
ad rotorent, was thereby establish_ 
ed, and the rates were based on 
current prices:then prevailioe. 
In 1858, as tho prices of com. 
moditiea began to drop and the 
9 per cent. actually collected ap- 
peared tobe somewhat in excess 
of the 5 per cent. prescribed, 
revision was asked for by the 
Treaty Powers, and 2 revision 
was accordingly made. Lster, 
however, as prices mounted, no 
request for revision was forth- 
coming, and the Chinese Govern- 
ment, on its part, did Dot press 
for revision’ seeing that the 
revenue then collected from 
othersources was not adequate to 
moat ita requiremants. 


But the fact was that the 
Customs rate thea Prevailing was 
souch less than the 5 per cent. 
Stipulated for. It was only in 
1902 that a revision was made ine 
order to afford sufficient fands to 
meet the Chinese obligations, 
arising out of the Boxer Protacol. 
In that the tariff rata was cal- 
culated on & basis of the average 
prices. from 3897 to1839. In 1912 
an attempt was made by the Cnin- 
ese Government to have another 
revision, but is failed owing to the 
difficulty -Of securing the -nno- 
animous consent of: 16 or 17 
Powers. It was only ‘after six 
years of long negotiations thet in 
1918 another revision was effect. 
ed, The tariff of 1918 is in force, 
and yields only 3}4 per cant. 

Mfr. Wellicgton Keo proposed 
to restore to Chins the.right to 
fix and differentiate inthe import 
tariff rates, but as. it appeared 
bardly possible to establish a naw 
regime.all at once he said that 
full autonomy sheuld be restored 
to’ China afters certain periot 
agreed upon.

Holt Thomas estimates that a 
weekly mail to Australia might 
be ran fora sam of from. £150,000 
to £200,000 per annum. An 
seroplans Entpire Mail requires, 
be believes, not a subsidy but 
support. Hialatest calculation 
is that the service might 
be maintained at a cost per 
machine of 3s. per ton mile. Wrtb 
alltbat Mr. Aolt Thomses says in 
advocacy of the service we are in 
cordial sympathy, but his plea 
seems to .us only to strengthen 
the case for immedate experi- 
ment with available airships, An 
aeroplane service might succeed 
with a sufficiency of relars on 
the priccip’e of the old post 
horses, bat an airship service 
should carry with it all the ad- 
vantages of the through train. 
Moreover, Commander F. L. M. 
Boothby points out tbat the air- 
ship costs to-day would only be 
2s.94. per ton mile, with Is. as 
the ultimate figure. “A combined 
service dF aeroplane and ‘nirship, 
using the former for distances of 
leew than 400 miles and the latter 
for longer distances,” as Com- 
mander Boothby scgzests, would 
appear to be the ideal arrange- 
ment. .

Whether these “abomioable snow- 
men” exist or not, there is no 
question as to the ganuine anti- 
quity, of the human skull 
recentiy found in the Broken 
Hill Mine and now in 
London. Its precise age is a 
matter of doubt. In the opinioa

genus.” Dr. Smith Woodward 
thinks itis that of a Jater man 
than the Nesnderthal. Darwin's 
theory as to Africa being the 
bome of the human family has 
jbeen revived by this discovery.

Another aspect for consider- 
ation of what our grandchildren’s 
children will talk like is the 
admission of new words into the 
dictionary.

“oops and ahs” of Yorksbire 
words. 


But even. this public school 
phonetics is derived from region- 
al and class dialects, and the 
acthorities at University College 
point out, with en obstinacy that 
must be exasperating to some

accent” and say, the * Kensing- 
ton ” or Scottish University ways 
of spe bh. 

“If taught English in Seot- 
Jand and delivered a lecture as 
TL should here,” declared Mr.
